Hughes Shows Us at Mercy of 
Commercial Rivals. 


Wilson Industrial Prepared- 
ness Held Farci¢al. 


Rochester Audience 
Nominee Repeatedly. 


(BY a. P. NIGHT Wine! 

ROCHESTER (N. Y¥.) Oct. 27.— 
Charlies E. Hughes tonight replied to 
statements in President Wilson's Cin- 
cinnati speech, concerning prepara- 
tions to meét Commercial competi- 
tion after the war. 

Mr. Hughés told an audience here 
that the administration's views re- 
minded him of his views on pre- 
paredness in December, 1914, which 


were afterwards changed, that he 
considered the anti-dumping provi- 
sion of the revenue bill, intended 
to meet the situation, as “farcical” 
and “worse than useless” to protect 
American workmen, and that, even 
if the percentage of expofts of com- 

odities to supply afmies was small, 
it required but very little “to con- 
tract or destroy the prosperity of 
the country.” 

The nominee addreased an audience 
that cheered him repeatedly. He 
told them that he had beeh 
while. Governor of New York, he 
Was how and would be in the fu- 
ture; that he Was willing to stand 
by what he believed to be 


t. 

“It was said in December, 1914,” 
Mr. Hughes asserted, “that America 
Was ready; that any sukgestion to 
the contrary Was thoughtless. Put 
in truth, America was far from 
ready. It is now said with referefice 
to thé commercial rivalry that 
America is ready. I think, in truth, 
that America is far from feady and 
that we shall not be ready until we 
have a olearer fietion of what we 
may expect.” 

STATISTICS OF IMPORTS. 


Mr. Hughes cited statistics of im- 
ports to @newer the President's 
declaration that everything exported 
from the United States to supply 
armies does fot total 1 per cent. of 
the total of American commerce. 
After stating the increases in chemi- 
cals, brass, breadstuffs, iron and steel, 
cotton and other commodities, Mr. 
Hughes said that exportations of ex- 
plosives, including cartridges, had in- 
creased from $5,000,000 to $467,000, - 
600 in one year, With an increase in 
total exports of $2,000,000,000. The 
nominee said he was “ariazed at the 
suggestion” that it was such a smal! 
percentage that “it could hardly af- 
fect the great remaining percentage.” 

“Why, if you had the greatest dis- 
tress in this country,” Mr. Hughes 
said, “you wowld still have a tre- 
mMendous Volume of commerce and 
trade. It does not take much to 
contract the prosperity of this coun- 
try, to destroy the prosperity of 
this country. The gteat percentage 
of our exchanh@és and of vur com- 
meréee would continue, even if we 
were in very serious straita. 

“Whiten you infdée this abnormal 
é€emand to which I have referred 
you have given a stimulus which un- 
doubtedly ia felt through the coun- 
try; and when you have a policy 
carfied into effect, such a& was in- 
volved in the Underwood bill, the 
contfaction resulting from that poli- 
cy, although perhaps a stall per- 
“nitage, was enough to send hun- 
creds and thousands of workingmen 
into the street. 

BE NOT DECEIVED. 


“Let us not deceive ourselves. Let 
us take account of what is neces- 
sary for the protection of our in- 
dustry, and let us have it understood 
that we are doing it, not to give 
henefite to a few, but to provide a 
basis for prosperity for the many. 

“It is mnid, after scoffing at the 
Suggestion that is made with re- 
spect to competition with an ener- 
gized Europe—after suggesting that 
America is able to take care of it- 
self, implying, of course, with the 
present governmental policies—aft- 
er sayit@e there is no such thing, 
then it is gaid: ‘Well, we have

I 
am not here to debate theroies, I 
am not here to discuss time-worn 
arguments about free trade or pro- 
tection. I am here to deal with 
facts which every sincere. student of 
American affairs cannot fall to ree- 
ognize; and iItell you that at this 
time you have got to apply the Re- 
publican doctrine of protection to 
American industry.” 


QUICK WAR RECOVERY. 


The nations engaged in the con- 
flict, far from being exhausted and 
unable economically to recover soon 
from the effects of the war, Mr. 
Hughes said, would recover much 
more fapidly than supposed, if Nie-| 
tory. were repeated as in the cases 
of Russia after the Russo-Japanese 
War: France, after the Franco- 
Prussian War. and the Northern 
States after the Civil War. 

Mr. Hughes repeated that he pro- 
posed to have an American adminis- 
tration if elected. “We propose to 
have an American administration,” 
he said, “which shall know no tIn- 
terests but American interests; 
which shall fot be deflected from ite 
purpose by any threats, by any 
alien machinations, by anv cofisider- 
ation of this group or that group, 
but solely devoted to the interests 
of the people of the United States. 

“We propose a comprehensive 
programme for the rotection of 
America’s interests. fe ate think- 
ing of comprehensive safeguarding 
of the interests of our people. We 
desire to have the national honor 
maintained and our prestige height- 
ened and our influence—our just In- 
fluence throughout the world——as 
it ought to be, because of the firm- 
ness, consistency, correctness. .ob- 
vious justice and courage of all our 
actions in international relations. 

TO PROTECT CITIZENS. 

“We propose to protect the rights 
of American citizens on land and 
Sea, throughout the world. We pro- 
pose that where the American flag 
floats the citizen who is tawftlly 
prosecuting his calling mar feel that 
the flag is to him a symbol of the 
full protection to which he, as a 
citizen, however humble, or however 
talented or important, is entitled by 
virtue of his citizenship. . 

“The privileges of citizenship are 
not committed to the administration 
to grant or withhold its pleasure. 
We do not elect Presidents to dis- 
pense with American fights. We 
do not elect Presidents to engage in 
any arbitrary or purely personal 
Policy. We give a vast discretion. 

“We necessarily intrust our éx- 
ecutives with a wide range of judg- 
ment, in dealing with the condition 
of important problems with which 
they have to deal; but we expect 
that they will be moved in accord- 
ance with correet principle And that 
action will be taken te conserve our 
interests in all our relations aceord- 
ing to the fundamenta] prificiples 
embodied in our constitutional sys- 
tem, and in the precepts of interna- 
tional law. Therein is the safety of 
the nation.”

“The defects in the system which 
were revealed were defects which a 
reasonable oversight could easily 
have prevented,” he said, “There 
were defecta If many directions, as 
you all know, With respect to equip- 
ment, rifles, uniforms and horses. 
We had arftillerymen without gune 
and cavalrymen Without horses. We 
had a very sérious lack of ejuip- 
ment. We were troubled even in 
the transportation facilities which 
were provided.”

“Oh. it is a dream,” he said. “It is 
an intoxication due to abnormal con- 
ditions.

Lawson, manager of the Yuma proj- 
ect. Others attending the banquet 
were directors of the farm bureau 
and the Imperial Irrigation District. 

Director-General Davis demon- 
strated to his hearers that the Rec 


}iamation Service is in a decidedly 


receptive mood to discuss plans for 
connecting. the valley water system 
with the Laguna Dam and pointed 
out the slight difficulties to be over- 
come. As a temporary arrange- 
ment, it was shown that by the con- 
struction of a canal seven miles in 
length, the Alamo Canal carrying 
the main water supply to the valley 
could be joined with the Laguna 
Dam and a considerable certain sup- 
ply of water for the valley assured. 
Judge King discussed the legal 
phases of the problem and indicated 
that there were no obstacles of an 
important nature in the way of a 
combination between the Imperial 
Valley and the Reclamation Service 
and declared that the main feature 
to settle between the two interested 
organizations would be the financial 
basis upon which they would work. 
Dr. Elwood Meade, one of the 
chief investigators and advisers of 
the Reclamation Service and in this 
instance representing the University 
of California, praised the remark- 
able development work done in _ 
Imperial Valley in the last fi 
years. He said that the

MAYOR TALKS TO PUBLISHERS 
ON POWER CENSORSHIP. 


Emphasis Given Fact that Parties 
to Conference Have been Largely 
Responsible for Near Split, 
Through Statements Given the 
Newspapers. 


That the power conferences 
should be open to the newspaper 
representatives and both sides should 
refrain from giving out statements 
outside the meetings were the sug- 
gestions made the Mayor's commit- 
tee yesterday by representatives of 
the publishers at a conference in the 
Mayor’s office. 

It was pointed out that if there 
has been any danger of a split it 
has been caused by statements giv- 
en out by the various sides to the 
conferences. 

“If you conferees will refrein 

from giving out personal opinions 
upon the various propositions as they 
are submitted,” said the spokesman, 
“and will refrain from making state- 
ments until it has been decided 
whether or not an .agreement can 
be reached, we believe there will 
be little difficulty. After you have 
decided what you will recommend, 
then personal opinion becomes de- 
sirable from a newspaper standpoint 
and it becomes a matter of public 
discussion.” 
Mayor Woodman said: We want 
to get before the people the right 
solution of. a very difficult problem. 
We believe the press of the city de- 
sires to do the best it can for the 
city itself. We have a great, big 
question to settle and there is some 
place where we can meet on equit- 
able ground and reach a decision 
just and fair to all concerned. We 
want the press to assist us in arriv- 
ing at that position. There is no 
harm in printing what takes place 
in open meetings, but we do want 
the right idea to go out to the pub- 
lic. What takes place in the pub- 
lic meetings ought to be published, 
but outside expressions of opinion 
are what we would like to have the 
newspapers refrain from publishing 
until we agree or do not agree.

ARITHMBTIC OF PROF. WILSON. 
President Wilson is an ex-educator who 
scorns to accept the arbitrary rules of arith- 
metic prescribed In the schoo! books. His 
calctiations are purely personal. He re 
sembies little Isidore Warmstern who, when 
asked by his parent “How thuch is nine 


‘times seven,? replied warily, “Father, do 


you vant to buy or sell?” Mr. Wilson, like 
Shakespeare's Caesia, is “a great arithme 
ticlan.” In his address to the “Wilson Vol- 
ufiteers” on October 16 he did a stunt in 
figures that made the multiplication table 
look 4ike a crazy quilt. He figured that he 
will be elected by a majority of 8,000,000 
votes. His process of calculation was that 
at the last Presidential election 15,000,000 
votes were cast, of which Mr. Taft received 
Only 3,500,000, while 11,000,000 were thrown 
to the Progressive candidates—that is, to 
himself on one side and Col. Roosevelt on 
the other. This Mr. Wilson pronounced “a 
most extraordinary manWestation of the de- 
sire of the people of the United States to 
forward along new and constructive 
in respect to their public policy.” 

As both the Republican and Progressive 
platforms of 1912 declared for protection 
and the Democratic platform declared 
against ‘it, the assumption of Mr. Wilson 
that oh November 7 all who voted for 
Roosevelt and protection in 1912 will vote 
for Wilson and against protection in 1016, 
while only those who voted for Taft in 1912 
will vote for Hughes in 1916, is an arith- 
metiéal antic of vast proportions, and an 
exhibition of cheek on the part of Mr. Wil- 
son*that dwarfs in size that of a govern- 
ment mule. 

In the same speech Mr. Wilson sald of 
those who oppose his re-election: 

“The essence of their campaign is that 
an instrumentality of enlightened legisia- 
tion, genuinely ocratic “in spirit. ts if 
their suggestions are accepted, to be re- 
placed by men who have no public objects 
except the objects of spoliation.”

marvelous increase In our export 
trade has brought to the United States dur- 
ing the last two years an unprecedented 
quantity of gold. The vast demand from 
Europe for goods, coupled with the increase 
in our circulating medium, has caused 
prices of commodities to fise. More work- 
ers than heretofore are employed and they 
are getting larger wages than before. With 
these wages they buy more goods than be 
fore, thus helping swell the abnormal! de- 
mand andthe consequent price increases. 

Director of the Mint Von Engelken says 
that in the last two years $700,000,000 in 
gold has poured tmto this country in pay- 
ment for goods purchased. It Tollows that 
an extraordinary market has opened up for 
the consumption of our goods to the extent 
represented by the gold importations. The 
greater the demand for goods abroad the 
less goods we have to supply our own de- 
mands—and as the price is representative 
of supply and demand, an increase in prices 
necessarily follows. 

With the cessation of war in Burope ten 
to twenty millions of men will be trans- 
ferréd from the business of destruction to 
that of production. They will leave the 
trenches ahd go to work In the factories 
and the fields. The commodities they now 
purchasé from us they will make at home, 
and they will, as of old, produce a surplus 
for which they must find a market abroad. 
Our producers will lose the foreign market 
which they now have, aad, in addition, will 
lose their home market unless it shall be 
proteMted and preserved by a restoration 
of Republican tariff laws.

(3.) The syndicate has, nhever- 
theless, at the cost Of sevéral hun- 
dred thousand dollars, conveyed wa- 
ter to large areas of these lands, 
which are now under rent to Amer 
iean farmers and others. This was 
in accordance with the original de- 
termination of the syndicate, which 
contemplated placing these desert 
lands under water and making them 
fit for cultivation—making them 
grow two blades of grate where not 
a single blade grew before. It was 
an enterprise of a most beneficent 
character in its effect upon the 
Mexican republic and .the Mex-

because it was bound to convert a 
desert area, which had theretofore 
produced nothing, into an immense 
ly productive asset, the first benefit 
from which would have been reaped, 
and has been reaped, by Mexico if 
the form of taxes collected by the 
government, and also in the form 
of subséstence for Mexican citisens 
employed on the land. Los Angeles 
was to be the next dbeneficiaty—and 
has been. 

(4.) The promoters of the syn- 
dicate have never yet received a 
dollar in profit from the fnvestment, 
and it is not even now clear as to 
when they may receive any profit. 

(5.) It is widely known ani free- 
ly admitted by honest and intelli- 
gent readers that The Times long 
and steadfastly opposed the unwill 
ing annexation of Mexico by the 
United States. The members of the 
syndicate, as individuals, natirally 
opposed such annexation, because 
they had found that they could pfo- 
cure a more abyndant and satisfac- 
tory supply of labor for the carry- 
ing out of thelr development work 
while these lands temained wnder 
Mexican jurisdiction, for the Mer- 
ican laborer prefers to work and 
live in his own country.
